cle preventing the cafeteria from 
being a successful operation is the 
administration. He feels, “They are 
not decided on the future of the 
place. They leave you wondering 
what's going to happen a month or 
two from now. Or are you going to 
stay around for next year or not? 
Any time there is a Board of Gover- 
nors meeting or a student associa- 
tion meeting or any other commit- 
tee, they come in with some sug- 
gestions and proposed changes. 
They don't seem to understand that 
any small change can affect the 
entire operation. Sure we had prob- 
lems last year; we lost about 
$31,000. But this year we were 
ahead of all projections. 

He does not anticipate anywhere 
near as large a loss this year 
despite the lack of security regard- 
ing taking out trays, dishes and cut- 
lery. To hire additional people to 
enforce this was impractical due to 
his limited budget. He had to hire 
additional personnel to bring the 
sanitary conditions up to standard 
and labour costs rose by some 
$17,000. “If taking into account the 
loss of 20-25% loss of cutlery which 
amounts to about 5 or 6,000 dollars 
per year, it doesn't make sense to 
hire more people.” 

He continued his criticism-of the 
administration by saying, “You just 
never know; you're working on 
something, they will give you objec- 
tives, tell you that’s the objective, 
try to reach it. So you try like hell 
and a month later there’s changes. 
| think it's the top administration 
who don’t know where they are.” 

He feels that another important 
factor is that there must be greater 
student co-operation or the prices 
will rise greatly. He also admits this 
may result in the Food Centre pric- 
ing itself out of existence which 
brings up yet another important 
question: Does Sir George really 
need a Food Center like the one 
we've got? Mr. Benny feels that his 
research shown some need for an 
internal food operation but perhaps 
nothing more than a student oper- 


disqualified in accordance with a 
section of the constitution that 
states that a C.R.O can hold no 
other position in the university, 
either elected or appointed.

“Did you read the article in the 
georgian?

C.S.A. ‘President 
Closes Doors

Association last Thursday banned 
the press and public from their 
weekly council meeting in much the 
same way as the Evening Students’ 
Association had done two weeks 
beforehand. 

The ban was instituted without a 
vote as -C.S.A. president Kent 
Elvidge decided to close the meet- 
ing and did so on his own power 
of the chair.

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no company would pay that much 
money. It would be the best way 
for the administration to clean their 
hands of the matter, but the stu- 
dents wouldn't profit, because a 
company is in there strictly for pro- 
fit.” 


He also feels that renewed efforts 
for a liquor licence would probably 
be more successful. If the cafeteria 
could sell beer it would be able to 
make a terrific profit. He tried secur- 
ing a licence in the first months he 
was here, but was unsuccessful. 
Since then laws have been 
changed, making it easier. 

Mr. Benny is bitter against no one 
in particular and hastens to praise 
Mr. Laprade, his supervisor. “I think 
he cared a lot for the student body. 
He kept repeating to me that the 
students are our main customers 
so we had to look after them. He 
really did and is continuing to do 
his best.” 

One last point Mr. Benny made 
was that his qualifications were of 
a service nature, not an administra- 
tive one, and that’s the way it should 
be. He has no idea who his succes- 
sor might be, but “! wish him all 
the luck in the world.” 








Various student politicians 
around Sir George questioned the 
legality of Elvidge’s decision. 

The Day Students Association’s 
constitution does not refer to the 
subject of open or closed meetings 
but does state that all procedures 
are to be derived from Robert's 
Rules of Order.

Loyola Prof 
Releases Third 








Hit Novel 


With cameras grinding away on 
one book, movie moguls thumbing 
through a second, and presses in 
the United States and Canada 
spewing out what is already being 
hailed a ‘director's delight’, Dr. 
John Buell of Montreal's Loyola 
College is coming close to captur- 
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ing the writer's Mount Everest. 
His third and latest novel The 
Shrewsdale Exit, which has just 
been published, has already been 
selected as an alternate by the 
Book of the Month Club. Paperback 
rights have also been sold. 
Critics have been quick to 


appreciate Dr. Buell’s deep human 
insights and rare gift of expression 
along with his camera eye and abil- 
ity to write “dialogue that seems 
ready for the screen’. He has 
seemingly learned the secret of 
binding in happy matrimony two 
highly antagonistic art forms: The 
novel and the film script. 

Although Dr. Buell writes books 
about violence, he doesn't write 
violent books. Like The Pyx now 
being shot in and around Montreal, 
Dr. Buell’s The Shrewsdale Exit 
may have to wait until the movie 
makers and the movie goers catch 
up with the Loyola’s Communica- 
tion Arts professor morally respon- 
sible treatment of the fast-clip hor- 
ror story.

It would appear, upon viewing 
Yvon Deschamps’ latest screen 
success that there might still be 
some hope for the Canadian film 
industry. For several years now, 
there has been a push to improve 
the quality of Canadian flicks and 
although many were sceptical of 
Canadian talent, at least now films 
are being made, from which our 
industry can improve. With this new 
interest in Canadian talent, and with 
the foundation of the Canadian film 
council to lend financial aid, it is 
slowly but surely becoming profit- 
able for Canadian writers, film- 
makers and actors to stay here at 
home and work instead of heading 
south where their true talents are 
well appreciated. If this interest in 
Canadian talent had come twenty 
years earlier, we might still be 
benefitting. from Canadian artists 
such as Lorne Greene, Leslie Neil- 
son, Robert Goulet, writer Saul 
llson (Smothers Brothers show) 
and comedians Ted Zeigler and 
Peter Cullan, just to name a few. 
The portion of the Canadian film 
industry which seems to have suf- 
fered least from the talent drain is 
that which is French Canadian. 
Because of the language factor, 
French Canadian artists have been 
compelled to stay here in Canada 
and more specifically, Quebec.

Petit...’ does not have —socio- 
political overtones with regards to 
the French-English situation, but 
deals with the socio-economic 
problems as well as family conflict 
within the movie family of Yvon 
Deschamps. He plays the part of 
a lower income bracket lumber yard 
shipper who marries his boss’ 
daughter, and has to put up con- 
stantly with his overbearing in-laws. 
Ninety percent of Deschamps’ 
laughs are derived from his expert 
use of slap-stick comedy which at 
times closely resembles that of the 
master, Charlie Chaplain. Like 
Chaplain also, he is the underdog 
of his film; Deschamps is constantly 
being pushed around by literally 
everyone including his boss’ son, 
his boss, his boss’ daughter, his 
own mother, the cop on the beat, 
his own wife who is the boss’ 
daughter, and his mother-in-law of 
the boss’ wife, not to mention the 
occasional neighbour. Everything 
he touches seems to self-distruct, 
his car is barely together, the radio 
blares and the wipers wipe 
everytime he-opens his door and 
speaking of doors, the front door 
to his house comes off its hinges 
and flattens anyone behind it 
everytime it is opened, a problem 
which he almost solves by Nailing 
it shut. The ironing board cupboard 
is constantly opening, letting the 
plank fall in true slap-stick fashion; 
another plank which troubles him 
is that of the second step of the 
back porch which almost everyone 
misses except himself. 

There is a possibility that “Le 
Petit Vien Vite” might be translated 
into English, but if it is it will lose 
a lot in the translation as the saying 
goes. Those of you who understand 
the other language of Quebec, if 
even only at the college level, will 
thoroughly enjoy “Le Petit Vien 
Vite”, now at the Cinema de Paris.

Acte I, Scene 1 


Moliere was a playright of the 
17th Century Neo-Classical tradi- 
tion and one of the greatest writers 
of farce and comedy the world has 
known. His tragic comic portrayal 
of the mythic Dom Juan is presently 
being performed by an outstanding 
cast at La Nouvelle Compagnie 
Theatrale on Bleury Street. 

The play concerns Dom Juan, a 
figure of Spanish nobility who 
believes and values in nothing save 
himself. He is placed in separate 
situations and in each he egoisti- 
cally flouts his intellectual superior- 
ity and destroys the lives of others. 
The play is divided into five acts 
each independent but interrelated. 
The character of the anti-hero is 
revealed through his actions and 
words; he destroys the happiness 
of an engaged couple by taking her 
from her fiance with his charms. He 
does this simply because he could 
not share their happiness. His 
former wife, another man’s mis- 
tress, he persuaded to marry him 
and not enter a convent, but after 
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a month he tired of her and left. 
He hypocritically repents for his 
father simply because it is easier 
that way. Dom Juan is a deflowerer 
of virgins, blasphemer and hypoc- 
rite who refuses to accept a being 
greater than himself. He is evil for 
its own sake, and Moliere creates 
a comedy through treating the per- 
sonality of Juan in such an exager- 
ated manner that his pomposity 
becomes absurd. The elasticity of 
relations between others and relig- 
ion is stretched to the breaking 
point. 

Gilles Pelletier performs the 
character of the vain and skeptic 
Dom with comic mastery. His 


absurd faith in himself and god-like 
pretensions, later shaken by an 
intervening deus ex machina, are 
communicated with great depth. 

Sganarelle is the servant of the 
great Dom Juan and is meant as 
a contrast. He represents the man 
of simple faith and common senti- 
ment who is appalled and offended 
by the actions of his master. Guy 
L’Ecuyer is perfect for this role both 
physically and in his perception of 
the personality the part entails. 

Moliere employs an unbelievable 
dramatic stroke to end the play. La 
Statue du Commandeur erected in 
honor of a great military personage 
the Dom killed was in an earlier act 
invited to supper with him. With 
great dramatic effect this two-ton 
mass clanking enters the apart- 
ment of Dom Juan to keep his date. 
Dom Juan shakes hands with the 
statue in a show of “noble courage” 
and is disintegrated in a wisp of 
smoke. Divine wrath has _ inter- 
vened in the face of defiance. 

The dialogue of this comedy is 
totally in French, but even so, in 
light of the excellent acting, costum- 
ing and use of props as well as a 
mind-blowing ending, |! would 
recommend seeing this play even 
to those who aren't fluent in the lan- 
guage. Anyone who attends and is 
interested in theatre will not be dis- 
appointed.

Goal: Bernie Wolfe, who was an 
acrobatic and enthusiastic platoon 
rookie only two years ago, is back.

Wolfe's 
Goals-Against-Average has never 
been below 3.00 (1971-3.33; 1972- 
3.68 ) but with the improvement in 
front of him it should dwindle to 
around that figure this year. Backup 
goalies are a curse to the Geor- 
gians with the reluctance of either 
Boyce or Burnett to seize the spot. 
lf Bernie stays healthy and sharp 
in this important chance-for-pro 
year the goaltending shapes up as 
a shade better than last season.

basketball program. The minute that Loyola was eliminated from 
competition by McGill last February, Warrior head coach Doug Daig- 
neault and his assistant Steve Konchalski began combing the eastern 
seaboard for basketball talent. The result of their massive man-hunt, 
is that only two of last year's veterans, John Dore and Wayne 
Hussey, were able to make the squad. Daigneault and Konshalski 
have injected height and experience into the Warriors. Stuart 
LaFramboise, a 6’5” forward from Manchester, New Hampshire 
transferred to Loyola from Northeast University in Boston, and is 
happy with the chance to play regularly with the Warriors. Joining 
LaFramboise on the forward line is 6'6” Fred Moczulski, who played 
on Acadia’s national championship team two years ago. Playing 
inside will be 6’6” Greg Buckley, the strongest man on the team, 
who hails from Plattsburgh. The new dunking rule may prove hazard- 
ous to Buckley, who has already ripped his hand while jamming 
during practice. 64”. Ron Puskarich, from Manter-Schristi High 
School in New York, can play forward or guard, and Steve Konchal- 
ski feel Ron has “great potential’. Puskarich is also one of the 
more studious players at Loyola—he graduated from high school 
with a 91% average. Adding depth to the front line is 65” Jim 
Faulkner, another Acadia transfer, and 6’7” Jim Reid, a rookie 
from Chateauguay’s Howard S. Billings High School.

Season Ends * 
on Familiar Note 


The Georgians have reached the 
end of yet another nightmarish sea- 
son. In a meaningless match with 
the Loyola Warriors, the fired-up 
Georgian squad, hungry for their 
first win of the season were once 
again defeated by their own errors, 
losing 38-7 to Loyola at Verdun. 

The Warriors were never seri- 
ously threatened by Sir George and 
managed to secure the victory with- 
out too much effort offensively. The 
league champion Warriors relied on 
a strong defensive secondary to 
constantly provide the offense with 
good field position. Art Neiderbuhl 
counted coup for the first Warrior 
major by gathering up a Brent 
Brooks fumble’ and __ trotted 
unmolested into the end-zone. As 
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if one gift wasn't enough the gener- 
ous Georgians again provided the 
fuel for another Loyola TD. with a 
fumble on the Sir George 11. The 
Loyola score came on their first 
attempt on a quarterback option 
transported by Wade Clare. The 
score increased to 21-0 when QB 
Greeley found a huge gap in the 
Georgians defensive wall and 
sauntered through for an easy 
score. The Georgians asserted 
themselves late in the first half on 
a 70 yard run by Barry Charlebois, 
who pierced the Loyola defense 
and courtesy of a couple of key 
blocks from Ron Goldenburg man- 
aged to reach the Loyola end-zone 
unhindered. This left the half-time 
count at 24-7 for Loyola. 

In the second half Sam Weis- 
sbach assumed the role of signal 
caller, replacing Jerry Puklicz who 
had started the game with a 
separated shoulder. The tempo of 
the first half carried into the second 
with Loyola stealing two majors to 


' run the final count to 38-7. 


One noticible factor in the match 
was that the Georgians never quit, 
even though they were being over- 
whelmed on the scoreboard still 
they managed to show a great deal 
of pride in their performance.

Sir George seemingly has gained 
the reputation of being a hockey 
stronghold. At least it appears so 
considering that the Sir George Wil- 
liams Athletic Department has been 
granted the privilege of hosting one 
of the regional Hockey Canada 
tournaments. 

The tournament is composed of 
nine centers throughout Canada, 
each region having four teams 
competing in the instant elimination 
bouts. Following the declaration of 
champions in each area the contest 
will then move to Hamilton in mid- 
December where the nine teams 
will compete in the Hockey Canada 
national finals. It is hoped that with 
the country-wide’ display of 
Canada’s college hockey there will 
be a greater fan interest generated 
in college hockey. Also any funds 
received from the tournament will 
be put into scholarships and bur- 
saries to assist Canadian boys in 
furthering their education along 
with their hockey playing abilities. 

In each region the four participat- 
ing teams have been matched by 
the organizers so-as to provide two 
stronger and two weaker teams in 
each tournament. The object being 
to provide as interesting a specta- 


cle as possible for the fans in each 
area by making the majority of the 
games competitive. 

The Montreal region games will 
be played this Friday, Nov. 3 at 7 
P.M. in Verdun Auditorium with the 
regional championship _ being 
decided Saturday, Nov. 4 at 2 P.M. 
This region includes the Sir George 
Williams Georgians, The Loyola 
Warriors, the Macdonald Clansmen 
and the Carlton University Ravens. 

The typical power structure is 
exhibited in this tournament Geor- 
gians and the Warriors both power- 
ful hockey clubs and both fierce 
rivals complemented with two 
weaker but unpredictable ice 
squads, the Ravens.and the Clan- 
smen. 

The doubleheader Friday night 
has Sir George scheduled to meet 
Carleton followed by Loyola playing 
Macdonald.
